By November i, eval- 
uations of their programs 
signed by advisors must be 
turned in to the registrar, 
which is also the deadline for 
application by June graduates 
if they wish to ster earlv 
in February for spring classes. 
They will receive evaluations 
sometime after this date. 
Those who apply after Nov- 
ember 1 wil not be allowetl 
to participate in early reg *- 
tration.

Two New Pools 


Two new swimming pools 
en hich construction been 
in Janvary have been added 
te colleve facilities with first 
eeheduled student use today 
t 9 ar, 


The larger pool, which 
meets official standards for 
inter-co 'egiate competition, 


mav be used for two classes 
of instruction at one time. It 


measures 75 feet, 1 inch by 
42 feet. The depth increases 
from four feet at one end to 
fiv- feet. 


A second pool for diving, 
safety education and water 
sports features one three- 
meter diving board and two 
one-meter boards. It is 13 
feet deep in the center and 10 
feet deep at each end. Dimen- 
sions are 60 feet, 1 inch by 
30 feet. 

A proposal has been made to 
make the pools available at 
specified hours to the student 
body for recreational swim- 
ming, if arrangements can 
be made by the ASSSC for 
funds to suppiy lifeguards ap- 
pointed by colleve officials. 
Both the water and cement 
walkways around the pool 
will be heated for winter use. 

A total cost of approximate- 
ly $1,200,000 includes con- 
struction of the two swimming 
pools and the addition to the 
Gymnasium which will be 
completed for the spring se-

Panthers went to the Sequoia 
Bowl in Sanger. Clemons 
served four years at SCC 
before coming to Sacramen- 
to State College. Last year 
under John Baker, Clemons 
was the defensive coach and 
was appointed head football 
coach in June. 

In 1947 Clemons was a 
member of the (Green Bay 
Packers. He played in the 
College-Pro all star game in 
Chicago before joining the 
Packers as a guard. 

Backfield coach Cal Boyes 
graduated from Whitinan Col- 
lege, has handled the back- 
field coaching assignment 
with SSC since 1956. While 
in college, Boyes was in out- 
standing athlete. He lettered 
three years in football, base- 
ball and basketball. Luring 
his senior year he was cap- 
tain of the football and bas- 
ketball teams. 

He is aiso the Hornet biase- 
ball coach.
